Lawyers 
Keep Close 
Eye on Polls 

WASHINGTON I Lawyers primed for 
Election Day meltdowns, multiple 
court fights and another long- count 
presidential election ended up with 
little to do Tuesday. 

Generally smooth voting, even 
with record turnout and long lines 
in key states, produced less partisan 
finger-pointing than expected. 

Earlier Tuesday, lawsuits in key 
states sought to extend deadlines to 
count absentee ballots and to clarify 
rules for evaluating backup ballots 
cast by voters who would otherwise 
get no vote this year. 

A federal judge in Ohio scrawled 
a handwritten order Tuesday, keep- 
ing polls in two counties open late 
due to long lines of voters. 

Among actions in other states, a 
suit filed in Florida by the American 
Civil Liberties Union asked that 
absentee ballots mailed within the 
United States be subject to the same 
deadline as overseas ballots, (ap)

State s 20 electoral 
votes in limbo as close 
race goes down to wire 

President Bush moved within 
reach of a second four-year term 
early Wednesday, capturing the 
crucial swing state of Florida and 
maintaining a lead in Ohio in a tight 
presidential race with Democratic 
challenger John F. Kerry. 

If Bush carried Ohio and just 
one other state, he would win the 
presidency. 

But Kerry’s campaign manag-

er Mary Beth Cahill said her can- 
didate would not concede defeat, 
expressing confidence that the vote 
in Ohio would turn the Democrat’s 
way. Her statement appeared to set 
up the possibility of a delayed deci- 
sion in Ohio hinging on tens of thou- 
sands of provisional ballots yet to 
be counted. 

“The vote count in Ohio has 
not been completed,” Cahill said 
in a statement early Wednesday. 
“There are more than 250,000 


remaining votes to be counted. 
We believe when they are, John 
Kerry will win Ohio.” 

In an election Tuesday marked 
by a record turnout nationwide. 
Bush rode a wave of support for 
his leadership in the war on ter- 
rorism to victories in more than 
half the states. 

With voting extended beyond 
normal polling hours in some east- 
ern states and the counting of bal- 
lots continuing into the wee hours 


Wednesday, Bush was maintaining a 
solid lead in the nationwide popular 
vote that he has held since shortly 
after the first polls closed. 

But the Massachusetts senator 
took the most populous states on the 
east and west coats, notably New 
York and California. He was able 
to mount a challenge in the elec- 
toral college count, which decides 
the election. 

Bush’s performance in Florida, 
which put him over the top in 2000 


by only 537 votes, was far more 
impressive this time. With 98 of 
the vote counted, he was outpoll- 
ing Kerry by more than 350,000 
votes, giving him 52 percent to his 
opponent’s 47 percent. 

Bush also had a substantial lead 
in Ohio, and seemed very likely to 
be reelected if he won that state. 
With more than 90 percent of pre- 
cincts reporting. Bush was lead- 
ing by more than 100,000 votes.

Long Lines, Some 
Glitches at Polls 


Despite seattered 
malfunetions, turnout 
was biggest problem 

Machines malfunctioned, tempers 
flared and edgy voters often waited 
hours Tuesday to pick a president 
in a contentious race watched by 
thousands of monitors who expect- 
ed the worst. 

But by the close of East Coast and 
Midwest polls, only scattered local 
snafus had been reported amidst 
an election turnout that was shap- 
ing up to be the heaviest in years. 

About half of all voters said they 
were confident that ballots in their 
state would be accurately counted, 
according to a national Associated 
Press exit poll. 

Hyper-vigilance appeared to be 
the order of the day, which in some 
states prompted poll closures and 
unfounded complaints, including 
a suspicious substance in Mount 
Laurel, N. J., later determined to 
be spilled salt. 

New touch-screen voting 
machines, criticized by computer 
scientists and elections officials 
in several states as susceptible to 
hacking and malfunction, were 
used in 29 states and the District 
of Columbia. Only Nevada has man- 
dated the machines produce paper 
receipts, which experts say are need-

ed for accurate recounts. 

Common Cause reported more 
than 175,000 calls to its national 
voting hot line. The citizens’ lobby 
group said extremely high voter 
turnout caused complaints of bal- 
lot shortages and overwhelmed 
polling officials. 

In fact, the biggest complaint 
from voters appeared to be long 
lines that forced hours -long waits 
in queues that circled buildings and 
wound down streets. Extremely 
high turnout and massive voter- 
registration efforts by Democrats 
and Republicans were considered 
the cause, deborah Hastings (ap) 


No Youth Vote Explosion 


Young people turn out, 
but push fails to spark 
surge for John Kerry 

WASHINGTON | This was not the 
breakout year for young voters 
that some had anticipated. 

Fewer than one in 10 voters 
Tuesday were 18 to 24, about the 
same proportion of the electorate as 
in 2000, exit polls indicated. Still, 
with voter turnout expected to be 
higher overall, more young people 
appeared to have come out. 

A vigorous push on college cam- 


puses by both parties and nation- 
al mobilization drives had raised 
expectations that 2004 would be 
the year of the youth vote. 

Exit polls indicated that young 
people who did vote were strongly 
supporting Democrat John Kerry 
over President Bush, while they 
were evenly split between Bush and 
Democrat A1 Gore four years ago. 

The economy and moral values 
were the top issues for young vot- 
ers. Young people concerned about 
moral values strongly supported 
Bush, while those interested in the 
economy and jobs chose Kerry, (ap) 
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“It looks like we re going to have a much strengthened 

Republican majority.” —Sen. George Allen, R-Va., chairman of the GOP 
senatorial committee, on his party’s Election-Day gains.

GOP Keeps Hold on Congress 


Republicans retain 
lead in House, pick up 
seats in U.S. Senate 

WASHINGTON I Republicans tight- 
ened their grip on the Senate early 
Wednesday and extended their 
decade-long hold on the House, cap- 
turing a string of Democratic seats 
across the South. Democratic leader 
Tom Daschle struggled for political 
survival in South Dakota. 

The GOP captured Democratic 
open Senate seats in Georgia, North 
Carolina, South Carolina and 
Louisiana — where Rep. David 
Vitter became the first Republican 
since Reconstruction to win a term 
in the Senate. 

Shortly after midnight in the 
East, Republicans were assured of 
52 seats, one more than they control 
in the current Congress. 

The Republican march through 
the South began in Georgia — and 


spread in several directions at once. 

Rep. Johnny Isakson claimed 
Georgia for the Republicans, and 
Rep. Jim DeMint took South 
Carolina. Rep. Richard Burr soon 
followed suit in North Carolina. 
Vitter made it four for four when 
he captured a seat in Louisiana — 
avoiding a runoff by winning more 
than 50 percent of the vote. 

In each case. Democratic retire- 
ments induced ambitious lawmak- 
ers to give up safe House seats to 
risk a run for the Senate. 

With the GOP also renewing its 
majority in the House, the party was 
assured of reigning over Congress, 
though with narrow majorities that 
should allow Democrats to slow or 
derail some Republican initiatives. 

Republicans were set to con- 
trol the House for a dozen con- 
secutive years, the first time they 
have achieved that feat since the 12 
years that ended in January 1933.

Daschle Locked in Tight Race 


Minority leader in 
danger of losing seat 
to vigorous challenge 

SIOUX FALLS, S.D. | Senate 
Democratic Leader Tom Daschle 
of South Dakota fought for his polit- 
ical life Tuesday against Republican 
John Thune after a high- stakes 
campaign that was the most 
expensive Senate race in the nation. 

With 89 percent of the vote 
counted, Thune led Daschle by 
just under 5,400 votes out of more 
than 323,000 cast.

Congressional leaders like 
Daschle rarely face challenges at 
home like this one, but the White 


House made the three -term sena- 
tor its prime target after grumbling 
that he has been the chief obstruc- 
tion to President Bush’s initiatives 
over the past four years. 

Daschle and Thune had spent 
$26.3 million, more than $50 apiece 
for each of the state’s 502,000 reg- 
istered voters, as of mid- October. 
That does not include the millions 
of dollars spent by outside groups, 
most of them opposed to Daschle. 

South Dakota is a heavily 
Republican state but has tradition- 
ally sent Democrats to Washington.

Mikulski Beats Back Senate Challenge 


BALTIMORE I Democrat Barbara 
Mikulski, the first woman to win 
statewide election in Maryland, 
secured a fourth term in the U.S. 
Senate on Tuesday in her toughest 
election challenge since she began 
her Senate tenure in 1987. 

Republican challenger E.J. 


Pipkin, a 48 -year-old freshman 
state senator and native of Dundalk, 
raised $700,000 and spent more 
than $1.2 million of his own money 
but fell short of toppling the dynamo 
who has become the political face of 
Maryland on Capitol Hill over the 
last 27 years. 


The vote ran along the deep- 
ening geographic party divide of 
Maryland voters, according to 
exit polls. Mikulski won by wide 
margins in the city of Baltimore 
and its suburbs and in suburban 
Washington. 

Pipkin won more than half of 
the vote in western Maryland and 
on the Eastern Shore, (ap) 
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WILDER’S STATE: L. Douglas Wilder, who 15 years ago became the only 
black American ever elected governor, easily won election Tuesday as 
Richmond’sfirst popularly elected mayor since the 1940s.

Barry scoffed at questions about 
his health.

After voting earlier, Barry jogged as 
camera crews scrambled to keep him 
in view. 

Democratic D.C. Council 
incumbents Jack Evans of Ward 2 
and Adrian Fenty of Ward 4, and 
At-Large Republican Carol Schwartz 
won easy victories, as did newcom- 
ers Kwame Brown (At-Large) and 
Vincent Gray (Ward 7). Also, Del. 
Eleanor Holmes Norton easily won 
an eighth term as the District’s 
nonvoting delegate to the House of 
Representatives, derrill holly (ap)

‘Mayor for life’ claims 
95 percent of vote to 
win D.C. Council seat 

WASHINGTON I Marion Barry, who 
infamously was videotaped by the 
FBI smoking crack and wound up 
serving jail time, resurrected his 
political career for a second time 
Tuesday. Residents of one of the 
poorest sections of the District of 
Columbia picked Barry to be their 
new council member in Ward 8. 

“Oh my God!” Barry exclaimed 
when told of his lopsided win. 
Figures posted on the D.C. Board of 
Elections and Ethics Web site show 
Barry taking 95 percent of the vote. 
“We’re going to be the best ward in 
the city,” Barry promised. 

Barry, 68, served six months in 
prison for a federal drug convic-

Networks Go for the Flair 


But reporters approach predictions with caution 


N E W YO RK I Viewers could choose a 
vast video wall displaying the vote 
for President Bush and John Kerry. 
Or they could opt for an electoral 
map stretched across an ice-skat- 
ing rink. 

In delivering election results 
Tuesday night, TV networks put 
plenty of razzle-dazzle into the 
show. But at the same time, they 
vowed not to screw up their pre- 
dictions for the winner, as they did 
four years ago. 

“We’re gonna err on the side 
of caution,” pledged CNN’s Wolf 
Blitzer at the beginning of the 
night, in words that echoed those 
heard on all the networks. “There’ll 
be no rush to judgment.” 

Another common theme: 
Exclamations about the heavy voter 
turnout, and how it was great for 
democracy. 

“The pride and passion of this 
election on both sides has been 
obvious to everyone watching,” 
rhapsodized Chris Matthews on 
MSNBC.

Voters in II States Approve

Justices weigh Calif, 
policy of separating 
prison inmates by race 

WASHINGTON I The Supreme Court 
took up a racial segregation case 
Tuesday that asks if black California 
inmates are being unconstitution- 
ally bunked together for months at 
a time, in the name of keeping pris- 
ons safe. 

The Bush administration has 
sided with a black convicted killer 
who claims he has been humiliated 
by forced prison segregation. 

Fifty years after the Supreme 
Court declared racial segregation 
unconstitutional in public schools, 
said acting Solicitor General Paul 
Clement, the court must make clear 
that governments cannot separate 
people based on skin color without 
the strongest of reasons. 


HAGERSTOWN, MD. I The third of 
eight U.S. soldiers charged in the 
Abu Ghraib prison abuse scandal 
has pleaded guilty and was demoted 
and docked a half- month’s pay, an 
Army spokesman said Tuesday. 

Spc. Megan Ambuhl, 30, 
pleaded guilty Saturday at a sum- 
mary court-martial in Baghdad to 
reduced charges of dereliction of 
duty for failing to prevent or report 


At issue is an unwritten 
California policy, dating back more 
than 25 years, requiring officials to 
assign newly arrived black prison- 
ers to bunk only with other black 
prisoners for two months or more. 
Inmates are separated again by race 
if transferred to a new facility. 

Frances Grunder, the state’s 
senior assistant attorney general, 
told the court that similar inmate 
segregation is also used in Texas 
and Oklahoma. 

California has more than 
165,000 inmates and violence can 
erupt if white and black gang mem- 
bers are mixed, Grunder said. 

The inmate who challenged 
the practice is Garrison Johnson, 
who has been in prison since 1987 
for murder, robbery and assault. 
He contends the policy violates 
his constitutional right to equal 
treatment, gina Holland (ap)

BAGHDAD I The kidnappers of aid 
worker Margaret Hassan threatened 
to turn her over to al Qaeda in Iraq, 
the group headed by Jordanian mili- 
tant Abu Musab al-Zarqawi, unless 
Britain agreed within 48 hours to 
pull its troops from Iraq, Al- Jazeera 
television reported.

BAGHDAD I Car bombs killed at 
least a dozen people in Baghdad 
and another major city Tuesday. 

At least eight people died early 
Tuesday when an explosives -laden 
car slammed into concrete blast 
walls and protective barriers sur- 
rounding the Education Ministry 
and exploded in Baghdad. 

In Mosul, 225 miles northwest of 
Baghdad, a car bomb exploded near 
a military convoy carrying an Iraqi 
general, killing four civilians and 


wounding at least seven soldiers. 

Police said the attack was an 
assassination attempt on Maj. Gen. 
Rashid Feleih, who was not injured. 

The violence came as American 
forces prepare for a major offensive 
against Fallujah and other Sunni 
militant strongholds north and west 
of Baghdad in hopes of curbing the 
insurgency so that national elections 
can be held in January.

Jenkins Admits to 
Deserting Army, 
Going to N. Korea 

CAMP ZAMA, JAPAN I Sgt. Charles 
Robert Jenkins pleaded guilty 
Wednesday to deserting the U.S. 
Army in 1965, saying that he want- 
ed to avoid “hazardous” duty on the 
Korean peninsula and Vietnam. 

The plea apparently was part of a 
bargain with U.S. military officials 
to win the frail 64 -year- old a lesser 
sentence. He denied he advocated 
the overthrow of the United States 
and pleaded innocent to charges of 
making disloyal statements. 

Jenkins turned himself into U.S.

Jenkins joined the Army as a 
teenager and rose 
to the rank of ser- 
geant. According to 
the Army, he desert- 
ed his unit along the 
Demilitarized Zone 
in 1965.

at least one anti-US. movie, and is 
believed to have taught English at a

NABLUS, WEST BANK | The Israeli 
army destroyed the home of a teen- 
age suicide bomber Tuesday despite 
his mother’s public and impassioned 
criticism of the group that sent her 
son on the deadly mission.

Dutch Filmmaker 
Slain by Gunman 


Van Gogh s movie 
on women and Islam 
upset many Muslims 

AMSTERDAM, NETHERLANDS I A 
Dutch filmmaker who received death 
threats after his recent movie criti- 
cized the way women were treated 
under Islam was shot and stabbed to 
death in Amsterdam on Tuesday. 

Police arrested a 26 -year- old 
man with dual Moroccan and Dutch 
citizenship in the killing of Theo van 
Gogh after a brief shootout that left 
the suspect with a gunshot wound 
to the leg. Police did not release the 
suspect’s identity, but said he had a 
record of violent crime. 

Van Gogh, 47, is the great-grand- 
son of painter Vincent Van Gogh’s 
brother. His film “Submission” was 
aired in August on Dutch televi- 
sion. In the fictional story, a veiled 
Muslim woman spoke about her 
violent marriage, being raped by a 
relative and later brutally punished 
for adultery. In parts of the movie, 
her naked body, with Quranic vers- 
es written on it, is shown through 
a transparent gown.

on Islam — condemned the killing 
and called for reconciliation. They 
expressed fears of possible reprisals 
against Muslims.

“We won’t gather for a moment 
of silence, but to say loud and clear:

For Voters, a Waiting Game 


Area residents arrive early, face long lines at polls 


Reports of heavy turnout were 
consistent throughout the region 
on Election Day Tuesday with long 
lines causing waits of well over an 
hour in Virginia, Maryland and 
the District. 

At Belle View Elementary School 
south of Alexandria, voters started 
lining up at 5:15 a.m. — 45 minutes 
before the polls opened, election 
officials said. By 8:30 a.m., about 
200 people still stood in line. 


Progress was slow because the 
polling place had just four vot- 
ing machines.

Oil Slides Below $50 Mark 


Price drop coincides 
with fading market 
jitters ahead of winter 

Crude oil futures settled below $50 
a barrel Tuesday, falling to their low- 
est close since the end of September, 
as fears about heating oil supplies 
heading into winter subsided even 
though inventories remain tight. 

The decline in oil prices over 
the past week continued in spite of 
persistent uncertainty about inter- 
national oil output, with a strike 
looming in Nigeria and saboteurs 
attacking pipelines in Iraq. 

Market jitters have faded slightly 
due to an improving picture in the 
Gulf of Mexico, where fallout from 
Hurricane Ivan has knocked out 
nearly 27 million barrels of crude 
production since mid- September. 


Globally, the oil supply chain 
is operating with a thin mar- 
gin for error and that is the 
underlying reason that prices 
are more than 70 percent high- 
er than a year ago, analysts say. 

Light crude for December delivery 
settled down 51 cents at $49.62 per 
barrel on the New York Mercantile 
Exchange, the lowest close since 
Sept. 29, when futures were $49.51 
per barrel. 

Alaron Trading Corp. analyst 
Phil Flynn said the sharp drop in 
prices from a week ago was due to 
expectations that the nation’s heat- 
ing oil supply would soon begin to 
build to more comfortable levels. 

“We were a little ahead of our- 
selves at $55 and we’ve corrected 
a little bit,” said Flynn. A record 
Nymex closing price of $55.17 per 
barrel was reached Oct. 22 and

N E W YO R K I America Online, which 
has been trying to turn its fortunes

The source, who spoke on con- 
dition of anonymity, said the job 
cuts would occur mainly in north- 
ern Virginia, where the online ser- 


vice is based. News of the cuts was 
reported earlier in The Washington 
Post. Jim Whitney, an AOL spokes- 
man, declined to comment. 

Word of the job cuts came one 
day before AOL’s parent company, 
the giant media conglomerate Time 
Warner Inc., reports earnings for its 
third quarter. AOL is expected to be 
a key topic for investors, including 
its efforts to seek new kinds of rev- 
enues as its dial-up users migrate to 
high-speed Internet connections. 


AOL employs about 13,000 peo- 
ple in the United States and 20,000 
worldwide. Last year the company 
cut 450 jobs in California as it con- 
solidated its software development 
operations there. 

AOL was once a leading star of 
the Internet business, and used its 
soaring stock to buy Time Warner 
at the height of the Internet bubble 
in 2000.

French Seduction 


New MazdaS offers fine ride, European style 


ROAD TEST | In these days of free- 
dom fries and the Boycott France 
campaign of Bill O’Reilly, few in the 
United States would agitate for the 
return of French-made cars. 

But now there’s the MazdaS five- 
door, which could easily pass for a 
stable mate to the Megane Hatch. 
Like the Renault, the MazdaS five- 
door is a style-intensive wagon with 
a bold face and its pants hitched 
up high in the back. It’s got some 
sharp edges to it, like good cheese: 
Sill extensions and rear hatch 
spoiler are standard. The MazdaS 
wouldn’t look out of place in a quiet 
“arrondissement” in Paris. 

And like the Megane Hatch, the 
MazdaS five- door exceeds expecta- 
tions for a low-cost urban runabout. 
A five -speed- equipped wagon did 
quite well in contentious traffic and 
hummed along effortlessly at free- 


way speeds. 

The Mazda wagon feels surpris- 
ingly settled, with little torque steer. 
The grippy, V-rated tires maintain 
good adhesion and flexing the four- 
wheel disc brakes makes the car feel 
like it’s plowed into warm Brie. 

This is a solid-feeling car that 
begins with its thickly padded 
steering wheel and ends at the car’s 
hydroelastic body mountings and 
thick suspension bushings. 

The leather surfaces offer tactile 
satisfaction. The optional naviga- 
tion screen pivoted upward as the 
car started; the controls included 
a spin-and- click knob. 

The audio controls are compli- 
cated. The volume control is a cen- 
ter-position dial. Orange-red LEDs 
race back and forth in a superflu- 
ous display as stereo functions are 
changed. 


The MazdaS five -door doesn’t 
offer tons of cargo capacity. The 
hatch itself has a concealed pres- 
sure-pad release and rear window 
defogger and wiper. 

With Euro -cool design, loads of 
value and affinity for “vitesse,” the 
MazdaS wagon takes the short shrift 
out of thrift. To that, we should all

Bowden Takes a Temp Job in D.C. 

New GM says Robinson will remain the manager 


BASEBALL I Jim Bowden didn’t 
spend his first day on the job behav- 
ing like a temp.

Bowden’s first task Tuesday was 
to get an assessment of every player 
on the roster from Frank Robinson, 


whom Bowden said will remain as 
the team’s manager during the tran- 
sition period. 

There are plenty of other deci- 
sions to be made. Several players 
are eligible for arbitration. The team 
needs more pitching depth, a short- 
stop and more hitting to comple- 
ment Brad Wilkerson and Tony 
Batista. Batista is also the team’s 
top free agent, although team presi- 
dent Tony Tavares got a head start 
on talks with Batista’s represen- 


tatives in recent days during the 
search for a general manager. 

Bowden doesn’t know his budget 
yet, but he expects it to be consider- 
ably larger than it was in Montreal, 
where low revenues kept the team 
from paying top -dollar salaries. 

Bowden was the youngest gen- 
eral manager in major league his- 
tory when he took the position with 
the Reds in 1992 at age 31. He made 
more than 100 trades during 10 34 
seasons, acquiring players such as 
Ken Griffey Jr., Sean Casey, David 
Wells, Denny Neagle, Danny Graves 
and rising star Wily Mo Pena.

Fook in Love 


Jim Broadbent stars 
in a 114-year-old tale 
about silly grownups 

CHILD’S-EYE VIEW iJim Broadbent is 
most comfortable being British. 

“I like home, really,” Broadbent 
says, his brow wrinkling as he sat 
amid the palms on the patio of a Los 
Angeles hotel, dressed in a jumble 
of clothing more suited for a stroll 
down a damp English street. 

“I just understand Britain. I get a 
lot of fun out of reflecting observa- 
tions of British foibles. I don’t really 
understand any other culture in the 
same way.” 

Few projects are more British 
than BBC America’s “The Young 
Visiters.” 

The much-loved Victorian comic 
novel was written in 1890 by 9 -year- 
old Daisy Ashford, who wasn’t good 
at spelling — hence the title — but 
was an acute observer of grown- 
ups’ foibles. 

The versatile 55 -year- old actor, 
who won an Academy Award for his 
supporting role in 200l’s “Iris,” is 
both star and executive producer 
of the TV adaptation, which airs

tonight at 8 p.m. 

He plays Alfred Salteena, 
described by Daisy as “an elderly 
man of 42.” In the hopes of win- 
ning the heart of a pretty young 
lady, Ethel Monticue, Salteena 
attempts to introduce her into 
society, despite the fact he only 
has a limited acquaintance with 
one aristocrat. 

He’s aware that American view- 
ers unacquainted with “The Young 
Visiters” — still extremely popular 
in England — may find Daisy’s tale 
a little odd. 

He believes it’s “gentle and it’s 
charming and it’s funny and it’s 
true,” but is a little puzzled as to 
how to promote it. “You can’t really 
categorize it.” 

He says Daisy “spots the vul- 
nerabilities and preoccupations of 
adults. She does see that some are 
rather pathetic and ridiculous, par- 
ticularly men impressed by pretty 
young girls ... there is a freshness 
to the child’s perception of how we 
carry on.” 

Director David Yates said he 
kept cracking up directing scenes 
between Broadbent and Bill Nighy, 
who portrays the absurd Earl of 
Clincham. The Earl cons Salteena 
out of money while tutoring him 
in the art of social climbing, but 
does manage to introduce him to 
the Prince of Wales, who wears — 
in a typical Daisy Ashford obser- 
vation — “a rather costly crown.”

The 
video quality is horrid. By the fuzzy 
footage, it looks to be a matter ofvideo 
compression.

RECOLLECTIONS I On June30, 2003, 
“The Ugly American” director 
George Englund arrived at Marlon 
Brando’s house on Mulholland 
Drive in Los Angeles for a visit 
— and was concerned at what he 
found. The 80 -year-old Hollywood 
legend was lying in bed in a cotton 
robe, gray-white stubble adorning 
his face. Oxygen tubes were con- 
nected to his nostrils and his face 
showed pain. Brando had begun to 
lose control of his bodily functions 
and rolled his eyes in discomfort. 

The men conversed for well over 
an hour, as Brando slipped in and 
out of awareness. Englund said he 
massaged his friend’s leg for a bit 
and gave it a final loving squeeze

before he left. The next day, he 
received a phone call telling him 
that Brando was dead. 

The strong bond between the 
two men is the inspiration for a 
new memoir about the two-time 
Oscar-winning actor by direc- 
tor and producer Englund, titled 
“The Way It’s Never Been Done 
Before: My Friendship With 
Marlon Brando,” published by 
HarperEntertainment. 

Englund’s book captures many 
memorable moments — big and 
small — in the lives of both men: 
The day they were nearly killed 
while racing rickshaws through 
the teeming streets of Hong Kong; 
the night in 1958 when Brando 
agonized over whether he should 
attend the Academy Awards when 


he was nominated for best actor in 
“Sayonara”; and the day Englund 
showed up at Brando’s house and 
found him stuffing Kleenex behind 
his lower lip in preparation for a 
visit from director Francis Ford 
Coppola, who was coming over to 
discuss a part in his new film, “The 
Godfather.” 

Even though he knew him about 
as well an anyone could, Englund 
said he still considers Marlon 
Brando an enigma. Among Brando’s 
keenest traits, Englund said, was 
his curiosity and intensity. 

“He’d meet people, talk to 
them, and he’s stealing and stor- 
ing things about them,” Englund 
said. “Nothing was really incon- 
sequential” about a conversa- 
tion with Brando. “Whether you 
were talking about insect life ... or 
film, or women, it always got the 
same address. Everything had the 
same intensity. There was never a

That persona seemed to be 
pretty real after a flurry of arrests 
and charges over the last year and 
a half The sentence for drug and 
gun possession was much less than 
prosecutors sought. The reason: The 
federal judge presiding in the case 
said Sigel ’s plea, his descriptions 
of remorse and his recent com- 
munity work showed a “signifi- 
cant endeavor to change his life.”

Spyware is swarming 
computers — and 
shutting them down 

David Eckstein turned on his com- 
puter one day and launched his Web 
browser, just as he had every day. 
This time, however, CNN.com did 
not automatically open. Instead, 
the page was a search engine he’d 
never heard of. 

Eckstein tried changing the 
browser settings back to CNN but 
the search engine would return 
whenever he rebooted. Finally, he 
just gave up. 

The San Francisco marketing 
consultant is yet another victim of 
spyware, a class of software that 
mostly gets onto people’s comput- 
ers without their knowledge. So 
resource -hungry, it often renders 
the machines unusable. 

“It makes you want to throw 
your computer out the window,” 
Eckstein said. 

In the past year, the problem has 


become epidemic. 

“It makes spam look like a walk 
in the park,” said Bob Bowman, 
chief executive of Major League 
Baseball’s Internet unit, which 
has banned new advertisers from 
using such techniques. 

Spyware was on the comput- 
ers of 80 percent of participants

in a study conducted by America 
Online Inc. and the National Cyber 
Security Alliance. 

Matt Davin, technical services 
manager at a repair shop in Walla 
Walla, Wash., estimates that half 
his jobs are directly tied to spy- 
ware. Customers, he said, often 
blame it on their kids download- 
ing free programs. 

The most common type of 
spyware is more properly termed

adware, its main goal being to gen- 
erate pop-up and other ads. 

Browser hijackers direct users 
to rogue search engines, from 
which spyware developers or dis- 
tributors get a commission. Dialers 
make international phone calls that 
carry hefty per-minute surcharg- 
es. A rare form can steal passwords 


and other data. 

“You might have a half-dozen or 
even a dozen that can bring your 
computer to a screeching halt,” said 
the Internet Education Foundation’s 
Tim Lordan. “They are undermining 
confidence in the Internet. People 
are getting fed up.” 

The most common way to get 


spyware is to download file -shar- 
ing software, screensavers and other 
free programs that rely on revenues 
from such tagalong programs. 

Users themselves invite spyware 
by breezing through prompts and 
not reading licensing agreements 
they are required to accept. Consent 
to spyware is often buried there. 

By exploiting known flaws with 
Microsoft Corp.’s Windows operat- 
ing system or the Internet Explorer 
browser, spyware developers can 
bypass the prompts entirely. 

Congress is working on a ban, 
and industry groups have launched 
efforts to educate consumers. 
Experts believe a solution will ulti- 
mately involve a combination of law 
enforcement, education and engi- 
neering.
